Interesting Account of the Battles of 


Franklin and Nashville—Fatal 


Error of Confederate Army. 


Recently 1 visited the battle-fields 


of Franklin and Nashville. 
At tbe 


former place I conversed with Mr. 
Nichols, Col. Carter, Prof. S. C. Wall 
and Mrs. John McGavock. 
Since my 


return I have read up the subject 
carefully and must say that the ideas 
1 bold as to each of these battles be- 
fore my visit Uave been materially 
changed. 1 have read the account of 
it by Gen. J. D. Cox, the account by 
Gen. J. D. Fljud, by Captain Lewis 
T. Scbofield in the second volume oc 
"Sketches of War History," and the 
account of it in tbe third volume of 
the same 
sketches by Lieutenant 


Thomas 
Spend, adjutant 
of 
the 


Twelfth Kentucky Infantry. 
I have 


read other accounts of it, the authors 
of which 1 do not now recall. We can 
look at these battles after a lapse of 
nearly 
thirty-three 
years without 


prejudice and "without feeling, except 
to admire the bravery and glorious 
deeds of valor of both sides. 


The battle of Franklin and tbe 


campaign of Gen. llocd in Tennessee, 
of which it was part, grew out of the 
hostile feeling ot Jefferson Davis to 
his lieutenant, 'General Joseph 
E. 


Johnston. Tlie latter was one of the 
ablest generals of the 
confederacy, 
lie was a tactician as well as a 
lighter. 
He would not risk thn live 


of his men unless there was some 
thing to be gained by it. In the At 
Junta campaign Gen. Johnston ha 
not accomplished what Mr. Davi 
claimed 
he expected and Genen: 


Hood was given his command. ' lloo 
was no tactician, nothing but u plai 
tighter. 
He would have made an ex 


cellcnt corps commander, but was in: 
fit for the command of an army, o 
department, because he was too "reck 
•less. 
His Tennessee 
campaign, e\ 


amined in the light of history an 
with the full knowledge of the re 
sources of both sides, as we now kno\ 
them to have been, was plain mac 
ness. The

tcrnal weakness, was bound to win 
There could bo but one result, as pro 
dieted by Dr. Junkin, at Lexington 
Va., in his last interview with hii 
son-in-law, Gen. T. .1. Jackson, jus 
before the opening of hostilities, and 
that is, that the North would prevail 
Mr. Davis would not see it—perhaps: 
could not see it. 
His lieutenant 


could not see it. but the result was 
as certain as night following the 
day. 
Gon. Hood's enterprise was i 


desperate one, as we now .see it, bui 
lie could rfo nothing else. 
It had u 


be fought to a finish. We think Gen 
cral Hood was mistaken in the 
iclp; 


that he" could have 
overwhelmec 


Schoricld by getting in his rear, or 
destroying his army between Col urn 
bia^arid Spring Hill. 
Gen. Schoticlc 


was prepared for that and did antici- 
pate it. 
Had Gen. Hood tried it the 


battle would simply have been fought 
earlier and at a different place, bul 
the general result would have been 
the same. The battle would have 
been so nearly drawn that the result 
would have been disastrous to Hood. 
The latter was crazed that Gen. 
Cheatham had permitted Schofield to 
elude him between 
Columbia and 


Spirng Hill. 
His temper communi- 


cated itself to his generals, and t< 
his rank and file. 
All felt that Scho- 


tield's army must be fought and de- 
stroyed before.it reached its base at 
Nashville. When Gen. Hood sat upon 
his horse and overlooked Franklin 
from the Winstead Hills, he saw that 
the battle must be delivered that 
day, else his enemy would have to be 
found and fought behind the en- 
trenchments at Nashville. 
He did 


not stop to consider his deficiency in 
artillery. 
He did not know or stop 


to consider the character of entrench- 
ments behind which the Union armv 
stood. 


He did not consider the disposition 


or effect of the Union artillery oper- 
ated from Fort Granger. 
He simply 


saw his enemy in front of him and 
Hung his infantry across open fields a 
mile and a third, against an enemy 
behind entrenchments, and with all 
his artillery disposed to be used most 
effectively. 


Given men of equal courage \vitli 


his, and equally trained to fight, and 
there could be but one result. 
Gen- 


eral Hood knew the Northern army 
to be equal to- his own in fighting 
qualities.^but he had the superiority 
of numbers and expected to over- 
whelm 
it. 
While the battle was 


drawn, or rather while he held the 
field, yet his losses won; so great and 
the demorali/ation of his army was 
such that his Tennessee campaign 
•was then and there decided against 
him. 
He was then, at 10 p. m. No- 


vember :iflHi. I8(i4, as certain to lose 


the battle at Nashville, as the event 
afterwaids proved. 


If General Hood intended to invade 


the North, as lie wildly dreamed he 
would, that 
hope was forever dis- 


pelled by the result of the battle of 
Franklin. The slaughter at Franklin 
was appalling. 
Hood was stupifiert 


by the disaster which had 
befallen 


him. 
His army was paralv/.ed by the 


result so unexpected, so awfully' dis- 
astrous. 
_A Mississippiau who was in Hood's 
army that day says that Hood's per- 
mitting his army to remain on the 
battle-lield the next day 
was dis- 


astrous. 
There never svas a more 


frightful 
battle-ground. 
Many 
of 


the dead were shot to shreris. They 
wcro 
found in every position and 


their faces expressed supreme terror. 
The mental agony of their last mo- 
ments were expressed in their faces. 
This Mississippian continues: "Wa 
could not tight at Nashville. We lost 
that light because the specter of 
FrankHn.livid w ith distorted features 
with blood- streaming wounds, with 
ghastly, horror-stricken eyes, stalked 
among us. It was in the columns as 
we marched. 
It rode astride the Na- 


poleon guns. It sat by nur camp-fires. 
It stood in the trenches at Nash- 
ville." 


Well did the -Mississippiau write 


thus. 
His state lost -124 killed on 


that field, but independent of what 
Hood's soldiers felt or thought, thnir 
cause was lost at Franklin. Hood 
went to Nashville because he did not 
know what else to do, and he did not 
want to retreat from a foe which had 
retired from his front. 
At Nashville 


he only fortified in front of the half 
circle, west of the Cumberland river. 
The Louisville and Nashville railroad 
was open and in full operation to tbe 
North. The Cumberland river was 
open to navigation and 
svas being 


used by Gen. Thomas all the time. 


Every hour that Jlood lay before 


Nashville feeding his troops and re- 
ceiving his munitions of war, he was 
weakening, and 
every 
hour 
Geu 


Thomas was strengthening. 
Then 


Hood committed the extreme folly of 
detaching part of his troops at Nash-

the time came for Gen. 


Thomas to attack and drive Hood 
south of the Tennessee river, he did 
so without any difficulty. 
Franklin 


decided Nashville against Hood. The 
people of Franklin think Nashville 
was no battle at all in comparison 
with Franklin. They believe Frank- 
lin was the real battle which decided 
the campaign against Hood, and in 
this they arc very nearly correct. 


Gen. 
Thomas, on December Kith, 


was successful in breaking Hood's 
center and making his defeat a rout, 
precisely as Hood intended to do for 
Scbofield at Franklin on November 
30th before. Hood failed at Franklin 
because Col. Opdyke camo to the res- 
cue of the broken lines and saved it. 
Gen. Hood had no Opdyke to save his 
center at Nashville, and it was broken 
irretrievably. The defeat of Hood 
at Franklin saved a bloody fight at 
Nashville and an invasion of Ken- 
tucky, and perhaps in Ohio or Indi- 
ana, by Hood. But had Hood de- 
stroyed Schotield's army at Spring 
Hill or at- Franklin, he would have 
had another to have destroyed at 
Nasville, nnd his army would have 
been so exhausted in his fight, with 
Scholield that he could not have 
fought Thomas at Nashville on equal 
terms, or with the chances in his 
favor. 


From tbe time that Hood sat down 


before Nashville until the battle, the 
elements were ai! against him. The 
cold, free/.ing, sleeting weather was 
destroying his army, while his enemy 
was io comfortable" quarters, behind 
the fortifications in Nashville. 


After Hood was routed the weather 


favored his escape and was against 
the Union army. It was sheer mad- 
ness in Ilojcl to assault Scboficld in 
liis entrenchments at Franklin, with 
infantry, without the previous use of 
artillery, and such it proved. 
Every 


Southern soldier who was killed there 
lost his life needlessly and in vain. 
But it had to be. It was written in 
the book of fate that this supreme 
"oily should be committed and Gen. 
Hood was the simple instrument for 
..hat purpose. These events at Frank- 
in and Nashville wore parts of the 
whole. They were as certain as that 


tit should envelop Lee and bring 


on Appomatox, or that Sherman 
should compel the surrender of John- 
son's army. 
Franklin and Nashville 


were Act I of the tragedy; Appomat- 
tox was Act II, and Johnston's sur- 
ender was Act III. 


After the rout of Hood there was 


no organixed 
resistance 
in 
Gen. 


Thomas's 
department. 
The war 


ended there with the fall of Hood. It 
ook three months and twenty-two 
Jays longer to demonstrate 
the final 


ollapsc of the Confederacy, but its 
ast desperate agony began at1.Frank- 
in nnd ended at Appomattox. 
Our 


southern opponents should not see 
he hand-writing on the wall, but it 
was there nevertheless, 
ft was ap- 


ropriate that the last acts of desper^ 
te, .but useless bravery should be 
hown at Franklin under a general so 
enowned as Hood for his fighting 
ualities.
